A T the time of the foundation of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects there existed in Lincoln's Inn 
_ Fields the Architectural Society, the primary objects 
of which were the advancement and diffusion of 
architect uni! knowledge* and its ultimate intent to form 
a British School, with Library, Museum, Professorships, 
and periodical exhibitions, the want of which weis then 
beginning to be greatly felt by students. Instituted in 
1831* the Architectural Society had for its governing body 
in 1834-85 William Barnard Clarke as President, Thomas 
Henry Wyatt m one of the Yice-Presidcnts, George Hair 
its Hon* Secretary, with Benjamin Ferrey among the 
ordinary members* In 1834 it became evident to a few 
architects of established reputation that the profession re¬ 
quired a more influential representative institution than 
that which already existed, and an Address was circulated 
among the profession pointing out that though few' of the 
arts and sciences were left without il Body associated for 
their promotion and cultivation, Architecture, as an art 
embracing the whole circle of the sciences, wna in this country 
destitute of such an establishment. 

The first meeting of the founders of the Institute ’ was 
held at the Thatched House Tavern, St. James’s Street, on 
the 2nd July 1881* when the Address setting forth the 
aims and objects of the proposed Institute was adopted. 
Endeavour was made to secure as members architects of 
prominent position and unim peach able character, educated

I. MEMBERSHIP. 

1. Every candidate for admission to the Royal Institute 
shall make and aubscril>c a statement:—1st.

23* Any charge under the preceding By-law 22 preferred 
against a member must be in writing, duly signed, and for¬ 
warded to the Secretary, who shall lay it 1 adore the Council: 
at their next Meeting. Such charge shall he entertained, 
considered, and determined by the Council only, but the 
Council shall have power to appoint a Committee of not 
Jess than three of their own kdy to investigate it, and to 
report to them thereon* Should the Council find priurd 
fu'lt' grounds for further proceedings, the .Secretary shall

* H. THE COUNCIL. 

25. The Council shall consist of not more than thirty- 
eight members, viz.:— 

(*) The President, four Vice-Presidents, an Honorary 
Secretary, eighteen Members of Council, and four 
Associate Members of Council. 

(/») Chairmen for the time being of Branches of the 
Royal Institute within the United Kingdom, esta¬ 
blished as hereinafter provided. 

(c) Presidents for the time being of Societies within the 
United Kingdom in alliance with the Roval Insti- 
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tute, as hereinafter provided, such Presidents being 
Fellows of the RoyAl Institute. 

(</) One Fellow or Associate of the Royal Institute as 
representative of The Architectural Association 
(London). 

26. No President who has filled the office for two succes¬ 
sive years shall be again eligible for the Presidency until 
the expiration of two years from the termination of his 
tenure of office. 

27. Any Fellow who is or has been a Member of Council 
shall be eligible to serve os Vice-President, but no Vice- 
President who has filled the office for four successive years 
shall be eligible for re-election as Vice-President until the 
expiration of two years from the termination of his tenure 
of office. 

28. The Honorary Secretary shall be eligible to be re¬ 
elected from year to year. He* shall, subject to the direction 
and control of the Council, have the management of the 
affairs of the Royal Institute, and shall cause Minutes to be 
taken of the proceedings of General Meetings, and of Meet¬ 
ings of the Council, of the Boards of Examiners, and of 
the Standing and all other Committees of the Royal In¬ 
stitute. 

29. Any Fellow shall be eligible to serve as a Member 
of Council. Any Associate shall be eligible to sene as an 
Associate-Member of Council. 

30. Two weeks prior to the Annual General Meeting in 
May, the Council shall issue to even* subscribing member in 
the United Kingdom a list of members whom thev nomi¬ 
nate to the offices of President, Vice-Presidents, Honoran* 
Secretary, Memliers of Council, and Associate-Members of 
Council, for the ensuing year of office. Such list shall 
contain the names of at least twenty-two Fellows and ■'lx 
Associates as nominated for election as Members of Council 
a id Associate Members of Council respectively, and the 
names of Chairmen of Branches, of Presidents of Allied 
Societies, and of a member as representative of The Archi¬ 
tectural Association (London). Any seven subscribing mem¬ 
bers, of whom the majority shall be Fellows, may nominate 
any other member for any of the above-named offices, bv 
delivering such nomination to tho Secretary before the close 
of the Annual General Meeting, accompanied by a written 
undertaking by the nominee to serve if elected. The name 
of every member so nominated shall be added to the said 
list, which, with such added names (if any), shall be the 
voting list for the election. The names of all candidates 
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for election shall be printed in the same type, anil in 
alphabetical order. On the back of this list sliall be 
printed directions for its use by the members; and any 
list which fails to comply with such directions shall be 
rejected by the Scrutineers, and the votes shall be lost. 
At the Annual General Meeting the Members present shall 
elect by show of hands at least three Scrutineers, the 
majority of whom Bhall be Fellows. The Scrutineers 
shall have the direction of the election, their decision on 
any matter relating thereto being final, and a majority of 
them shall be a quorum. The voting list shall be issued 
to all subscribing meml>ers in the United Kingdom within 
one week after the Annual General Meeting, and shall be 
returned to the Secretary, at least seven days before the 
first General Meeting in June, folded and enclosed in a 
sealed envelope, bearing on the outside the signature and 
Royal Institute serial number of the member voting. 
The Scrutineers shall, as soon thereafter as may be con¬ 
venient, be summoned by the Secretary to meet at the 
premises of the Royal Institute, anil at such meeting he 
shall deliver to them the said envelopes. They shall then 
proceed to open the said envelopes and take the voting lists 
therefrom, without unfolding them, adopting such measures 
as in their discretion they shall deem fit to prevent the 
identification of the voters. The Scrutineers shall then 
ojien the said voting lists anil count the votes, and shall re¬ 
port the result to tho first General Meeting in June. The 
members who receive the most votes shall l»e declared 
to lie elected at the said first General Meeting in June 
to the respective offices for which they were nominated, 
and shall enter ujion their respective duties after the close 
of the last General Meeting in June. In the event of an 
equality of votes, tho election of the memliers so receiving 
such equality shall be determined by ballot of the memliers 
present having a right to vote anil voting. The Council 
so elected shall remain in office until the close of the last 
General Meeting in June of the year following that in 
which they were elected. 

31. Ln the event of the death or resignation of the 
President, the senior Vice-President shall become Presi¬ 
dent. 

In the event of the death or resignation of the Hono¬ 
rary Secretary, the Council shall issue to every subscribing 
member within the United Kingdom a notice thereof, con¬ 
taining the name of such member or members whom’ they 
nominate for the vacant office. Within two weeks of such 
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issue, any seven subscribing members, of whom the majority 
shall be Fellows, may nominate to the vacant office any other 
eligible member, by forwarding his name to the Secretary, 
accompanied by a written undertaking by the nominee to 
serve if elected. The Council shall, within one further week, 
issue to every such subscribing member a voting list for the 
election, accompanied by a notice convening a Sj»ecial General 
Meeting as provided in By-law GO, to be held within not less 
than seven or more than fourteen days of such notice. Such 
lists shall be returned to the Secretary at least three days 
l>efore the date of such Meeting. The Council shall appoint 
one Fellow and one Associate to act as Scrutineers, and the 
Scrutineers, whose decision sliall be final, shall count the 
votes, and report the result to the Special General Meeting. 
The form of voting list and the mode of procedure shall lie 
similar to those provided in the case of the annual election. 
The member so elected at the said Special General Meeting 
shall enter forthwith on his office. 

In the event of the number of metnliers of the Council 
being reduced, by death, resignation, or otherwise, below 
one-half of the full number prescribed in By-law 25, the 
Royal Institute shall proceed to elect other eligible meml>ers 
to the vacancies: the procedure being the same as herein 
described for the by-election of the Honorary Secretary. 

All meml>ers of the Council appointed as herein provided 
shall remain in office until the close of the last General 
Meeting in the following June. 

32. The Council shall meet at the premises of the Royal 
Institute at least once in every month during the Session. 
Six iueml>ers of the Council shall form n quorum. The 
President or any five members of the Council may, by letter 
to the Secretary, require an Extraordinary Meeting thereof 
to be allied. 

33. Any Regulation made by the Council for carrying 
into effect the Charter and By-laws, and for tho general 
management of the affairs of the Royal Institute, except 
as otherwise provided by the Cliarter, shall after notice 
given be reported to a General Meeting for confirmation 
by Resolution of the Royal Institute, and such Regulation 
shall be subject to repeal or alteration only at a Special 
General Meeting, to be summoned in the manner described in 
By-law 60, for the consideration of such re|)eal or alteration. 

34. Any appointment by the Council of the Secretary, 
or other officer or servant of the Royal Institute, sliall

89. The Common Seal shall not lie affixed to any deed 
or writing except at a Meeting of the Council, and then 
only by their authority; and such deed or writing shall 
after the Seal has tfeen affixed lie signed by the President 
or the Chairman of the Meeting, by two other Members of 
Council present, and by the Honorary Secretary, or in his 
absence by another Member of Council, and countersigned

BOARD OF ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION. 

[For Constitution, Officers, ond Members of the Board, set page 5.] 

The Board was constituted in May 1004, and was empowered 
to draw up a scheme of architectural education, and to negotiate 
with recognised institutions of architectural training throughout 
the country regarding the adoption of the scheme. 

The following is the scheme drawn up by the Board and 
approved by the Council of the R.I.B.A.:— 

In regard to preliminary education it is recommended that 
satisfactory evidence of general education, and of some capacity 
in drawing, should be produced by intending students. 

In regard to the duration of the course: It is recommended 
that the total course should occupy at least four years—two years’ 
preliminary work in the schools, followed by two years in an 
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architects office, ectb^r as pupil, improver, ur assistant; that the 
training in the schools should continue during tho term in an 
architect's office, ami that the student's training should be kept 
under supervision by the Board or its delegates during the 
whole term ; that certificates be granted to students at the end 
of the course in consideration of their satisfactory progress and 
capacity, as proved by their work in the schools attested by their 
teachers and by a iLtidy embodying soma architectural project, 
to include working drawings and specifications* and also an 
analytical account of the nature and intention of the urchi 
tertiml project This study should he analogous to the thesis 
submitted for degrees in certain university courses. The com¬ 
plete study to be submitted to the Board of" Architectural Ermca. 
Lion or to delegate- appointed by the Board. It is further sug* 
gtsLed that the certificate should ho endorsed by the architect fn 
whose office the student has served his time. 

1d to the syllabus of training it is recommended tLui 

tins, so far as possible, tie uniform for the various schools be 
governed by the principle that construction is the hum of 
Architecture, ami its correlative principle that architecture is the 
interpretation of construction Into forms of msthetic value. The 
student alio aid therefore be trained primarily in construction— 
that is in the compoeition of form and the use of materials beat 
nd.i P L f d to lueet a given problem without regard to distinctive 
styles. lhe problems should, in the first instance, he dementan 
becoming more intricate as the student advances, and should be 
haiiil ted from the standpoint of the constructor, the object be'™ 
to familiarise the student with the actual facts of building and 
to tram him to use bus brutes in dealing with building Y, 
supplementary to thi;. and in order to famish the student with 
Material* on winch hn mind etui work by analogv* he should 
at o be introduced to forms of proved efficiency '-that is to 
esamp:^ of architectural form which illustrate the solution of 
budding problems m the past in any form of architecture 
Classical, imduH-al. or other. The genesis of those forms iu 
constructional and sotiul conditions should lie explained to him 
and he should bo taught to understand that lemtimute amid

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freehand, perspective, and graphic methods of working out 
problems. It is recommended that the aim of the drawing 
taught in tlio architectural school should be to enable the 
student to put his ideas on paper freely and accurately, but with¬ 
out regard to technically accomplished draughtsmanship. 

Generally the object of the course should be to familiarise the 
student with the tools and materials of his calling, to concentrate 
his attention not so much upon paperwork as on the actual facts 
of the problems which he will have to encounter in practice. 
The student should, however, be taught that it is the architects 
province to see that bis construction is not only scientifically 
sound, but also msthetically beautiful, lie should therefore he 
trained in the selection of form, and in the study of mass and 
proportion. Bis attention should early be directed to the study 
of abstract form as fulfilling definite functions 

The following subjects are recommended as all that arc 
necessary for the course of training in die schools {geo detailed 
syllabus below):— 

I. The nature and property of bnilding materials, 

II. Construction,including (hi applied mechanics and mathe¬ 
matics in so far as they are necessary to the solution 
of problems of construction ; (b) the practical methods 
of the building trades. 

IIL Architectural drawing as defined above, 
ry. The study of architectural forms tlmt have been evolved 
In the architecture of the post out of construetionii! 
necessities, and exorcises In the design of construction 
to meet definite problems. 

V. The study of the history of architecture in so far ns It 
Illustrates and explains the evolution of architecture 
through constructional material and social eondiLion j. 
Training in the workshop or laboratory is considered to 
be essential. It is recommended that this should he sinuil- 
tuneons with the course in the schools, and should take the 
6banc of demonstration in ihc actual materials o far a • [•os- 
s ihie, and. where the dimensions render this impracticable, of 
demonstration in modol materials to scale. The establishment 
of a central laboratory or practical school is also recommends 
for the purpose of experimental work in methods of building. 
Training in the workshop should be supplemented by visits to 
buildings in course of construction under competent guidance* 

THE SYLLABUS, 

In preparing the syllabus the Board ba> not attempted to 
draw up a minutely detailed curriculum. It has, confined itself 
to a statement of the brood lines of the scheme- 

The proposed syllabus would be carried through in an intro¬ 
ductory course of" two years, followed by a course of more 
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advanced studies developing the lint s laid down in nhe intro¬ 
ductory courw* The introductory course would deal with 
elementary idatmetiun in the folio wing subjects:— 

1. Building materials, the nature and properties of sand, 
lime and cement; the CompOtritiad of mortar and concrete and 
their sipplicajdon; the qualities of brick, stone, tile, slates, 
timber, illustrated by specimens; their right use in construc¬ 
tion as limited by their respective properties. 

1L Construction, simple foundations, the behaviour of various 
kinof soils under pressure, and tbe safe loads in relation to 
area that can be placed on them; simple subsoil drainage, 
footings, brickwork, including the various bonds in walls, flues, 
and fireplaces (illustrated by models); arches, the operation of 
thrust in arches and methods of counteracting it, buttresses and 
counterweight, varieties of simple masonry, composite construc¬ 
tion of brick and atone, plain carpentry floors, partitions, roofs 
and their coverings, simple joinery, plastering, plumbing, paint* 
ing, and glazing. 

Applied mechanics, strictly in practical relation to construe* 
tion; r.fjf, the concentration of loads on points of support, the 
effect on beams of concentrated and distributed loads, tbe 
triangle and polygon of force?, with simple exercises in graphic 
statics. 

III. Architectural drawing, the preparation of working draw¬ 
ings, solid geometry, with special reference to the jetting out 
of masonry, the properties of the cane, the cylinder, prism, 
sphere, their ^cetione, projections, and interpenetration. Geo- 
metrical projection and rudimentary perspective* The latter 
study should bo undertaken as an aid to the shaping 
and modelling of buildings, not as a moans of elaborating 
architectural drawings. Tin- student should from the first be 
em-oaraged to supplement his studies by rough freehand sketches 
in the nature qf marginal notes, in order that he may realise 
for himself the actual shape and form of his constructional 
details, and be trained in imagination to see all round a 
building* 

Students should also be taught to measure ond draw standard 
examples of architecture. Some training should be given in 
freehand drawing, but too much time should not hi devoted 
to this. 

IV. The teaching of design should deal with the solution of 
easy constructional problems in specified materials,, proceeding 
to more advanced but simple exercises, such, for instance, aa 
the various methods of covering a given apace for a given pur¬ 
pose, Id such exercises the student should be taught to aim 
at the best practical use of material and at abstract forms with* 
om attempting the introduction of ora nine be. Direct copy of 
known emrnpl^s and deliberate attempt? to reproduce specific 
phases of historical style? should be discouraged. 
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V. The teaching of the history oF architecture should be sup- 
elemental to and elucidatory ol the study of construction. The 
student should be familiarised with historical examples of the 
methods of architecture in order that his mind may have some¬ 
thing to wort upon and some clue ta follow. The introductory 
course should therefore include lectures showing the growth of 
architecture through constructional and actual necessities, the 
use of the lintel, the column, the arch, the dome and vaulting: 
the modifications due to conditions of place and matt 1 rials., the 
rise and development of historical schools of building, together 
with studies of individual buildings considered a.' examples of 
actual methods of dealing with difficulties of construction. In 
lectures on the history of architecture the attention of the 
student should bo directed to the historical development of plan 
and construction ill the successive periods of architecture, rather 
than to accidents of style, which at this stage need not be con¬ 
sidered, except in so far as they express or illustrate points of 
construction. Short written studies to ho corrected by the teacher 
are recommended as a means of training the student in dear 
thought and logical expression. 

The study of materials, construction, and applied mechanics 
should from the first proceed simultaneously in Lite schools and 
in the laboratory or workshop, where practical demonstrations 
would be given of the subjects studied in the schools, and the 
student would he familiarised with the materials of construction 
and the various processes of the building trades. 

Each architectural school should be provided with specimen 
materials and models of details of construe lion and of buildings. 
These are regarded as indispensable to the proper equipment 
of architectural training schools. 

The advanced couree would follow on the completion of the 
two years’ introductory course, and would be taken during the 
term of training in an architect’s office. The studies would be 
in continuation of those undertaken in the introductory course, 
but the student’s attention should now be drawn io more complex 
problems of construction and design. The following subjects arc 
recommended for the advanced course : — 

J>.—The further study of materials, including iron and slc-el, 
iheir properties and application, strength, weight, and preserva¬ 
tion. The further study of construction to include foundations 
in had ground, retaining walls, inverted arches, subsoil drainage, 
drains and sewers, brickwork and masonry of all kinds, flkew- 
arehes, stone stairs, and their setting out, vaults and domes, 
Fin?-resistiiig construction, shoring and underpinning, and 
methods of dealing with dangerous structures, centering, con Crete 
construction, including concrete domes and vaulting, methods of 
forming built-up girders and stanchions In steel and iron, trussed 
steel and iron construction, methods of constructing wooden 
spires, domes, cupolas and lanterns, advanced joinery of staircases 
and the like; internal plumbing, hot and coM water supply, 
heating and ventilation, sanitary plumbing, and methods of 
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ventilating drains- and sewers ■ elementary instruction in electric- 
light instikllfl tions. 

II*.—(a) Designs to specified programmes, e.</. cottages, farm 
buildings, boufcjes of a given cost, schools, churches, hospitals, 
municipal buildings; (£>) designs in civil urchitecttira, that is, 
schemes for the laying oat of streets, squares, public spaces, parks 
ami gardens. 

ft is recommended that designs in class (u\ should be carried 
through as complete Bchemcs to scale with details, specifications, 
and report. 

The student's attention should be particularly directed to the 
study of tale and proportion, the critical selection of methods, 
and kite spacing and disposition of buildings and parts of build- 
ings, rather than io the elaboration of details of ornament. 

ffl\—More advanced studies in the history of architecture. 
It is rucomtiieiidcd that those should deal with" such subjects as 
the development of epecific schools of building, the analysis of 
various uses of materials and methods d£ construction as 
exemplified in historical buildings, the critical study of proportion 
and composition. The student should be trained in the prepare* 
lion of short written studies as recommended above. 

I v *■ — A rch i tec tunil drawi ng of & more advanced kind. Where 
facilities exist for drawing from the until pie and the life it is 
recommended that the student should avail himself of the 
i08traction given under fully competent teachers. Such studies 
should not interfere with the time allotted to the subjects already 
enu mem tel. 

Y\ h ia recommended that students should receive such 
training in modelling as will enable them to block out the general 
ma.^ outline, and proportion of buildings, and to indicate to 
workmen the general character and weight of ornamentation 
without going into elaborate finish in detail. 


Such subjects as professional practice and building legislation 
are more conveniently studied in an architect's office. W the 
course given in the schools should be limited to a tborouuh 
training m the groundwork of architecture h

TLig School has been established by the London County 
Council to enable artisans and others engaged in the building 
un4 allied trades to acquire an intimate knowledge of the 
principles underlying the processes they have to carry out in 
their dally work. Workshops have been provided and equipped 
for the teaching of the several building trades under conditions 
similar to those met with on buildings and in builders' shops. 

A tkbool of Architecture, with courses of instruction in the 
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history of buildings, and for the study of architectural design 
and planning, together with the preparation of architectural 
drawings, has been added as part of the complete scheme of the 
work of the School. 

Lecture*rooms, class-rooms, drawing offices and laboratories 
have been arranged in connection with the workshops so that the 
practical work of the School may be combined with class studies 
in building construction, drawing, architecture, and the chemistry 
and physics of materials. Every facility is given for full-size 
work, and the various trades act in conjunction. 

Great importance is attached by the Conncil to the practical 
combination of the studies in the several trades and branches 
as required by a master builder, foreman or architect, and the 
Architectural Director of the School ha* been appointed for this 
purpose. Facilities are therefore given for combining archi¬ 
tectural studies in practical and theoretical work in the work¬ 
shops, lecture rooms, and drawing offices. 

Courses of special lectures, open to all Students, are held each 
session upon architectural and scientific subjects in connection 
with the work of the School.

This School has been organised to afford facilities to youths 
about to enter the architectural profession, or any of the allied 
professions or trades, and has Day and Evening Departments. 

The complete Architectural Course begins with the Day School, 
whilst the Evening Department carries on the work of tho Day 
School and also provides for any Students who may not have 
taken the Day Course, though all candidates for the profession 
are strongly recommended to enter the Day School. 

The Day School provides a special three years’ course, the 
object being to provides thoroughly efficient preparatory training 
prior to entering an Architect's office, as articled pupils, so that 
youths who have taken advantage of the full course may be 
able to take an intelligent part in the responsible work passing 
before them. 

The Evening Classes provide a four years' course of instruc¬ 
tion for Students already engaged in offices or works, and the 
curriculum includes the preparatory work of the Day School, 
with more advanced and continuous courses. 

The subjects of instruction are given in conformity with the 
recommendation of the Board of Architectural Education and 
are arranged in systematic and carefully graded courses. 

Studies .—The courses meet the needs of Students preparing 
for the diplomas of the R.I.B.A., and include instruction in 
Architecture, Building Construction, Testing of Materials, Free¬ 
hand, Model, Geometrical, and Perspective Drawing, Measured 
Drawing, Modelling in Clay, Figure Composition, Historic 
Ornament, the History of Architecture, illustrated by diagrams 
and lantern photographs, Architectural Design in its technical 
applications, particular attention being drawn to the explanation

The Laboratories and Workshops are equipped with the latest

Visits ,—Arrangements are made for visiting structures of 
architectural renown; the most important building works in 
progress ; and places of interest at home and abroad; thereby 
acquiring practical knowledge otherwise difficult to obtain. 

The Classes are held five days a week ; the Day from 10 a.m. 
till 1.30 p.m.,the Eveningfrom 6.80 to 9.80 p.m. Field lessons and 
visits to works in progress are arranged for certain Saturdays 
during the Session. 

The Polytechnic Diploma is awarded to the Students who 
have attended regularly and attained the required standard of 
proficiency, after a three years’ course in the Day School, or three 
Sessions in the Evening Classes.

The Birmingham Architectural Association wjis founded 
in 1878, for the promotion of union and professional integrity 
among its several classes of members; the establishment, 
as far as possible, of uniformity of practice; the general 
advancement of architecture, and of the arts and sciences 
connected therewith. The Association consists of Members 
—architects who have been in practice at least three years ; 
Associates—architects not eligible as Members, architects’ 
assistants and pupils; Honorary Members—persons who 
are not architects, but interested in architecture and the 
nllied arts; Associated Craftsmen—persons engaged in 
the various crafts connected with the architectural art. The 
Annual General Meeting is held in April. General Meet¬ 
ings arc held fortnightly on Fridays from the months of 
October to March.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN BIRMINGHAM. 

Birmingham Municipal School of Art: School of Archi¬ 
tecture.—The object of the School is to provide architec¬ 
tural students in the Midlands with a thorough training iu 
all the branches of their profession and to prepare them for 
the Examinations of the Royal Institute of British Archi¬ 
tects. The school course is spread over four or five years. 
It is intended that the first two years should be spent at 
day classes, and that they should take the place of the first 
two years of articled pupilage. The latter two or three 
years should be spent at evening classes and run con¬ 
currently with articled pupilage. The fee for the day 
school is 40 guineas per session; the fee for the evening 
school 10 guineas per session. The Committee have 
received an undertaking from a large number of prominent 
architects in the Midlands promising to forgo the whole 
or a portion of the fee ordinarily received by them in the 
case of pupils who shall have attended the School. 

The syllabus is as follows :— 

Firtf Year.— I^clurwi on architectural history, building earutruction, 
elementary physics and geometry; demonstrations and practical work in 
stone.masonry, carpentry and bricklaying; simple planning, elementary 
derign (doors, roofs, windows, Ac.); perspective; drawing and lettering. 

Second 1 ter. —Studies in ancient architecture, including measuring; 
practical work; lectures on the historic styles and on iron and steel con. 
struclion, physics, Ac.; design. 

Third and Fourth Iran.—Mainly design and advanced physics and 
kiudrrd subjects. Third and fourth year students are able to lake some of 
their science subject, and carry out teat* as to the strength of materials, Ac., 
at the Birmingham University. The machinery and equipment possessed 
by the University for this purpose is quite unique.

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EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN BRISTOL, 

University College, IristoL— A special course for youths 
intending to become architects h offered at. the College, the 
object being to provide a preparatory training in the interval 
between leaving school and entering the office. The classes 
arc held every day in the week from 9 aum. to -1.15 p.m. 
except Saturday, when workshop ins traction is given from 
10 a.m, to 1 p.m. The course is complete in three terms, 
and comprises instruction in mathematics, chemistry, 
physics, building construction, mechanics, geometrical draw¬ 
ing, surveying, and technical work. This scheme of instruc¬ 
tion has the support of the Bristol Society, and students 
who pass satisfactorily ara received os pupils upon more 
favourable terms than those without such preparatory train¬ 
ing.

The Royal Architectural Institute of Canada was founded 
as the Institute of Arohitents of Canada, 19th August 1907* 
vfts incorporated by special Act of the Dominion Parliament' 
Idth June 190& (78 Edward Vfl 4 Chap. 62), under the 
corporate name of 11 The Architectural Institute of Canada " 
and was granted Royal permission to adopt the prefix 
lh Royal" to its corporate name, 2nd dune 1909. 

The objects of the Royal Institute, as set forth in Its 
Charter, are “ to facilitate the acquirement aud interchange 
of professional knowledge among its members, and more 
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particularly to promote the acquisition of that species of 
knowledge which has special reference to the profession 
of architecture, and further to encourage investigation in 
connection with all branches and departments of knowledge 
connected with that profession.” There are four classes of 
members—viz. (1) Honorary Members, who are persons emi¬ 
nent in Architecture or kindred sciences ; (2) Corresponding 
Members , persons not residing in the Dominion of Canada, 
eminent as architects or archicologists, or in art, science or 
literature, who may render assistance in promoting the 
objects of the Royal Institute ; (8) Fellows, who must have 
practised as architects for at least ten years ; (-4) Associates, 
architects having practised as architects for at least two 
years. A Code of Ethics, Schedule of Usual and Proper 
Minimum Charges, and Regulations for Architectural 
Competitions, were adopted in the General Annual Assembly 
on the 29th September 1908, held in Ottawa, Out. The 
General Annual Assembly is held in September or October.

and lour classes of subscribing members—viz, FeUojrs, who 
are practising architects of three years' standing; Member*, 
who are jjersons engaged in. artistic or collateral pursuits or 
interested in the study of Architecture; Aviociates, who are 
assistants, pupils, aud apprentices of architects, civil en¬ 
gineers or surveyors, and junior designers ; Corresponding 
Associate*, who arc Associates residing more than fifteen 
miles from Edinburgh, Felines and A/cmfwrs constitute 
the Senior Section of the Association, and Assm-Uiiei the 
Asaocmte Section. Only members of the Senior Section 
vote for the admission of members into their section, and 
only Associates for the admission of rafembera into theirs.

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EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN EDINBURGH, 

University of Edinburgh.—The Fine Art course of one 
hundred lectures (Professor Baldwin Brown, MX [//..-I*]), 
qualifying for the M.A. degree, is designed, the syllabus 
states, (I) To bring before students, by critical descriptions 
and illustrations, the chief ancient ami modern works of 
Architecture, Sculpture, Painting, and the Decorative or 
Industrial Arts; ( 2 ) To show bow these works are con- 
nee ted hr origin and use with the national ;md social life of 
successive epochs, and, conversely, how artistic monuments 
illustrate Classical and Biblical literature, and bear on 
historical investigation in general; ( 3 ) To explain as far 
as practicable the technicalities of the various Arts, and to 
open up those aspects of Art which present themselves 
naturally to the artist, but are sometimes; overlooked by 
the literary student. On the historical side the charac¬ 
teristics of different styles and schools of Art are broadly 
indicated, but, as these can tie studied in books, they are not 
dwelt upon at length. On the artistic side particular stress 
is laid on the explanation of different materials and 
technical processes, as upon these largely depend the 
particular forma in which beauty is realised in the various 
works of human bands. Them Eire lectures daily sit 3 p.m* 
Museums, Ac., are visited front time to time on Saturdays. 
Students have the use of class library, reading-room, and 
collections of examples. There is also an additional 
{Honours} course of fifty lectures on the subject of Classi¬ 
cal Archeology and Art. The Science classes at the Uni¬ 
versity include a course of Surveying, Levelling, Setting 
out and Ualcalation of Quantities, instruction being given 
by lectures, practical work in the field, and plotting work 
in the drawing-office, There is a two years' course in 
Engineering Drawing, recommended to students proposing 
to become architects or surveyors ; and courses of lectures 
on Sanitary Engineering and Building Construction. 

Herict-Watt College, Edinburgh — The College has 
evening classes in Architecture and Building Construction 
[Lecturer, Mr. James Jordan, architect, assisted by a com¬ 
petent staff), These classes have been co-ordinated with 
the Technical Courses provided in the Evening Continua¬ 
tion Schools of the Edinburgh School Board, in which a 
two years’ course is given in the elements of Mathematics, 
Geometrical Drawing, and Building Construction. The 
standard of entrance to the first Her to e-Watt College Class— 
now Stage II.- — has been raised, and if a student has not 
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tJip ccrtillcfite of tlifl School Bo&rd for the two yc.irs coups 
referred to, or other certificates? in Elementary Mathematics, 
Geometrical Drawing* and Building Construction, he will 
not he admitted until he has parsed an entrance examina¬ 
tion in the above-mentioned subjects.

Tn Mav 1^07 the membership of the Institute! was con- 
sidlbk altered! Under an arrangement the kite mem- 
bers of the Glasgow Architectural Association, which had 
been dissolved, were admitted to the Institute as A*soeiaG; 
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Members and Lay Members. The Institute now consists 
of five classes—viz.: FeUoirs —who must bp architects in 
practice and at least twenty-four years of .age, and have 
been at least six years as pupils or assistants in architec¬ 
tural offices recognised as such by the Council, or must 
be engaged in promoting the study of architecture, and 
in consideration thereof recommended by the Council; or 
Fellows of the R.I.B.A. Honorary Member *— persons who 
are distinguished for their attainments, or who have been 
or are likely to be useful to the Institute and recommended 
by the Council. Associate Member* —who must have been 
at least three years as pupils in an architectural office 
recognised as such by the Council, or who have had 
such other training as the Council shall recognise as 
equivalent. Student Member *—persons who are engaged 
in the study of architecture; Student Members have 
the privilege of using the Rooms and Library of the 
Institute and attending the meetings of the Associate 
Members, but have no vote ; they are expected to 
qualify for the Examinations of the R.I.B.A., and must 
apply for admission as Associate Members before they 
Uuve continued Student Members for five years. Lay 
Member* are elected by a Ballot Committee, consisting 
of five Fellows, five Associate Members, nnd the President 
of the Institute. Lay Members are entitled to attend and 
vote at all meetings of the Associate Members, but have 
a restricted voting power in the election of the Associate 
Members Committee and in the election of three repre¬ 
sentatives to the Council. The Council of the Institute 
manages the whole affairs of the Institute, and is com- 
posed of not more than twenty nor less than ten Fellows 
and in addition three Associate Members or Fellows 
elected by the Associate Members. The separate affairs

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EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN LEICESTER. 

The Leicester Municipal Technical and Art School. A 

course* of instruction in Architecture has been arranged at 
this School in conjunction with the Leicester and Leicester¬ 
shire Society of Architects, in accordance with the syllabus 
drawn up by the Board of Architectural Education [see 
p. 219]. The course provides for a preliminary training 
in Day Classes for two years, together with further training 
at Evening Classes during pupilage. 

The Council of the Leicester and Leicestershire Society 
of Architects recommends all candidates for the profession 
to pass through this two years’ preliminary course, and it 
is understood that the members of the Society will give 
preference to such Students as have taken this course, or 
have received an equivalent training. The Council also 
recommends, as an article of apprenticeship, that the 
further training, mainly in Evening Classes, should be con¬ 
tinued during pupilage, and that facilities should be given 
for pupils to continue this training.

The courses in the School of Architecture at the Univer¬ 
sity are designed to provide for all students intending to 
practise as architects a full liberal and professionnl educa¬ 
tion at a University standard side by side with the students 
of the other professions. The prospectus states that the 
teaching is based upon the methods of the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts at Paris and of the great American Schools, 
While the student is taught design on ft basis of monu¬ 
mental planning in order to equip him with the means by 
which to approach with confidence the larger problems 
Architecture present a, an attempt is also made to give him 
that intimate knowledge of materials and construction 
which distinguishes the best domestic work.

1. The preparation of at least two Town Planning schemes for definite 
areas; plans, supplemented by written matter, presenting general 
provision a. 

ii. Studies of the delaiLs of one of the above scheme*. 

iii. A study for the reconstruction of an existing area, 

iv. Design for an incident in Town Planning to specified conditions. 

Lecture Courses. 

Corner. A.— Outline* of Town Planning (the Development of the City 
and the Influences affecting its growth).-This course will trace the 
historical and social development of the town, and infiueuces affecting its 
growth—as racial, climatic, political, commercial, military, also influences 
arising out of new metho<l§ of transport and locomotion and the adoption of 
new materials. The modem city will be considered under the heads of: — 
approaches, both by land and water; and component parts, os residential, 
recreative, commercial, and official. The classes of bnildingn coming under 
these heads will be separately dealt with from the point of view of their 
location, and the essential requirements of their sites. 

Co rase B.—Cirte Engineering and Hygiene. —This course will treat of 
those problems which are associated with traffic distribution, water supply, 
power distribution, road construction, lighting, smoke combustion, hygiene, 
and sanitation. Width and gradients of streets will be considered in 
reference to the requirements of traffic. Systems for the gyration and direc¬ 
tion of vehicular traffic will be expounded, also the essential conditions of 
electric traction, as tramways, deep and shallow railways, Ac. Road con¬ 
struction and paving will be considered in particular reference to different 
kinds of traffic. Under artificial lightingthc many possibilities and method* 
of utilisation of gas and electric light will be demonstrated. Under hygiene 
and sanitation will bo discussed questions pertaining to distribution of 
population, bousing reform, the adequate provision of light and air, hospital 
distribution, refuse disposal, and drainage. 

Corto* C.— Civic Late.—This coarse is designed to moke the students 
conversant with the principles of the law as it affects town planning. The 
new Town Planning Bill at present before Parliament, existing Acts of l*ar- 
lioment, and Local Acts affecting the construction of new streets, frontages, 
rights of light, Ac„ will be reviewed. The many possible means cf acquir¬ 
ing property, compulsorily, by arbitration and private treaty, also question* 
of compensation will be explained and dealt with. Statutory powers existing 
in continental countries and in America for regulating the laying out and 
extension of towns will be noticed and compared. 

CorisK D.— Civic Architecture ( Composition, Colour and Material, Char¬ 
acter ai d Style). —This course will treat of the esthetic effect of the city. 
It will discuss the placing of the civic centre, the architectural climax, 
secondary points of interest and their relationship to one another. It 
will treat of skylines, vistas and focal centres, of effects, monumental and 
picturesque, of material and colour, of character and style. 

Cocoes E .—Cicic Decoration. —This coarse will treat of the famishing 
and decoration of the city both with temporary and permanent adornment*. 
It will discuss the design and placing of statuary, monuments and triumphal 
arches; of trees, fountains and waterways; of street refuges, lamp standards, 
shelters, kiosks, and advertisement columns; and of other incidents of the 
street and open places. 

Cocks* Y.—lAtndscape Design.— This coarse will treat of the arrange¬ 
ment, construction and planting of parks, parkways, bonier arils and open 
spaces, with special reference to tho kind of trees, shrubs and plants best 
suited to particular localities. It will discuss their culture and the art of 
pleaching, pollarding and plashing. It will also discuss the laying out of 
parks and gardens in connection with suburban and country residences. 

Studio Work. —Studies of local and other examples of Town Planning. 
Analytical planning based on topographical surveys. Original studies for 
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the laying out of suburban areas. Original Btudies for the reconstruction 
of existing areas to improved conditions. Original studies for incidents in 
Town Hanning. Exercises in advanced perspective, with special reference 
to birdVeye view and wide angle conditions. Rendering in monotone and 
colour. The exposition of draughtsmanship in its higher branches will form 
an important part of the work done in the Studio. The Stndio work under¬ 
taken by the certificate students will consist largely in the practical exposi¬ 
tion of the knowledge acquired in attendance at the Lecture courses. The 
Diploma students will devote particular attention to the preparation of 
original town-planning schemes, both in general and in detail, and to the 
presentation thereof in bird's-eye view perspective as well as on plan and 
in elevation. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

(i.) hntrance Scholarships and Grants. —Some of the entrance scholar¬ 
ships of the University are open to students taking Degree Courses in the 
School of Architecture. The entrance Scholarship Examination ia held 
annually in May. Students whose parents are ratepayers in the City of 
Liverpool, or in the administrative Counties of I-anrashire and Cheshire, 
are also eligible for the numernos scholarships awarded by those bodies on 
the results of the Matricnlatlon Examination in Jnly. Students whose 
parent* a« residents or ratepayer, in Liverpool, Birkenhead. Bootle, Lane*- 
Mure, and Cheshire and who are unable to meet the ripen** of a fullcoir**, 
further eligible for Special Grants oat of funds placed at the disposal of 
the University by the Councils of these Corporations. 

(u.) Advanced Scholarships.-A Boll Trailing Scholarship of £50 for 
one year, for designs and measured drawings, hits been founded bv Miss 
Holt. btadenU who have completed the first three yean of the Degree or a 
Certificate Course in Architecture are eligible for this Scholarship.

The Manchester Society of Areliitects (originally founded 
in 1865, and consisting exclusively of architects who at the 
time of their election had been in practice at least three 
years) was reconstructed in 1891 and incorporated under 
Section 28 of the Companies Act 1867 as a limited company, 
the articles of association bearing date the 16th June 1891. 
The objects are:— 

a. To support and protect tho character, status, and interests of 
architects practising in, or in the vicinity of, Xfanchester, and to 
promote personal acquaintance and good feeling between members of 
the Society, b. To establish and maintain an acknowledged Code of 
professional practice and charges, 4c. c. To advance and encourage 

S trofessional knowledge and study in the younger members of the pro- 
esaion by tho foundation of classes for study, competition for prizes 
given by the Society, delivering of lectures and other means, d. T o 
obtain and consider information respecting competitions and all other 
matters affecting the profession. 4c. e. To afford mutual assistance by 
advice and mediation in case of misunderstanding between members, 
or between members and their employer# or those employed under 
them, and in any other way to promote honourable conduct in the pro¬ 
fession generally. ... g. To establish, form, and maintain a Library 
or other collection of architectural works, and to acquire, by purchase 
or donation, books, designs, drawings, and other articles of interest in 
connection with the profession. 

The members consist of Fellows, who have been engaged 
in practice at least five years, and who are entitled to use 
the affix F.M.S.A.; Associates, who are at least 23 years 
of age, engaged in the study or practice of Architecture 
as a profession, and who are entitled to use the affix 
A.M.S.A.; Students, who are under 28 years of age and 
are engaged in the study of Architecture either as assistants 
or pupils. 

The Society possesses a Loan and Reference Library, 
containing some six hundred volumes, which. is open 
to students, other than meml>ers, on certain conditiona. 

The Students’ Committee have made arrangements to 
hold meetings of Student members of the Society during 
the Session 1909-10, when Papers on various architectural 
subjects will be read.

Blackburn Municipal Technical School.—In addition to 
a full curriculum of drawing subjects, this School offers 
instruction m aflvffebced [lerapective, principles of ornament, 
historic ornament, principles of architecture, architectural 
design, and the history of architecture. Courses of in¬ 
struction are given in elementary and advanced building 
construction, and students are prepared for the Board 
of Education Honours Examination in the same subject; 
also in sanitation, graphic statics, builders' measurements, 
brickwork and masonry; carpentry and joinery; practical 
electricity, the best methods of lighting buildings. 

Accrington Municipal Technical School.—At this School 
there are classes and lectures in theoretical mechanics, 
applied mechanics, practical mechanics, historic ornament 
and principles of ornament, building construction, geometry 
and mathematics, and art classes {including designing and 
architectural draughtsmanship), all under the control of the 
Board of Education. 


Rochdale Municipal School of Art—The regular classes 
include those for drawing plant form, ornament, and 
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models, perspective and geometrical work, light and shade, 
decorative and applied design, modelling and painting. 
There are also three life classes per week. Special classes 
am held for Architecture, Architectural Design, and Deco¬ 
ration. The school buildings are new* and well equipped. 

Rochdale Municipal Technical School provides complete 
courses for the Building Trades, including building con¬ 
struction, carpentry and joinery, builders’ quantities, 
plumbing, and painting and decorating. 

Todmorden.—The Borough Education Committee have 
established Science, Art, and Technological Classes, where 
instruction is given in all branches of drawing, in mathe¬ 
matics, practical plane and solid geometry, chemistry, 
mechanics, wood carving, Ac.

The Natal Institute of Architects was founded in 1901, 
and was incorporated the 23rd May 1002. The objects for 
which the Institute is established are the promotion and 
advancement of architectural art and practice, and its 
allied arts, sciences, and crafts, and the maintenance of 
the honour and the interests of the profession of archi¬ 
tecture. In furtherance of these ends the Institute seeks 
“ to improve and elevate the technical and general know¬ 
ledge of persons eugaged in, or about to engage in, the 
architectural profession, or any employment connected 
directly or indirectly therewith, and to* provide for the 
delivery of lectures and the holding of classes, and to test 
by examination or otherwise the competence of such iwrsons • 
and with such object to award prizes, certificates, and dis¬ 
tinctions ; and to make, institute, and establish scholarships, 
grants, rewards, and other benefactions; to establish and* 
maintain in Natal libraries and museums of models designs 
drawings, and such other things as may le deemed of 
interest to the members of the Institute, and lecture and 
class-rooms or other institutions; to institute lectures or 
courses of lectures ; and to establish schools for the study 
of architecture and its allied arts, sciences, and crafts in 
anwige and promote the settlement of disputes 
by arbitration; to provide for and facilitate social inter- 
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course between members; to organise and hold arcbitectnral 
congresses, exhibitions, and award medals and certificates; 
to prepare, edit, and publish architectural books, pamphlets, 
maps, drawings, &c. The Institute consists of three classes 
of members—viz. (1) Honorary Members ; (2) Member*, who 
must be directly engaged in the profession of architecture, 
and be above twenty-three years of age; (S) Associates, who 
must l)e strictly engaged in the pursuit of architecture, and 
be above eighteen years of age. As a condition precedent 
to admission Members have to sign a Declaration identical 
in terms with that of the R.I.B.A. The Annual General 
Meeting is held in January, and Ordinary General Meetings 
are held at such times and places as the Council appoint.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN NEWCASTLE. 

Armstrong College, Newcastle.—Classes for architecture 
and architectural design are held in connection with the 
Art Department. These classes meet in the evenings, 
and are under the supervision of the special lecturer 
and teacher, Mr. F. N. Weightman, with Mr. W. H. 
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Knowles, F.S.A. [F.], Mr. Arthur B. Plummer [F.], Hon. 
Secretary Northern Architectural Association, and Mr. 
H. C. Charlewood [F.], as Honorary Visiting Architects. 

The classes consist of elementary and advanced lectures 
in Architectural History, and subjects are set and worked 
out in elementary and advanced architectural design. 

The College also provides instruction by means of lectures 
and classes in geometrical drawing, perspective, principles 
of ornament, freehand, model drawing, drawing in light 
and shade, historic ornament, drawing and painting from 
the antique, drawing and painting from the life, and all 
other subjects of art instruction, including the arts and 
crafts of stained-glass decoration of interiors, ceramio 
decoration, enamels, mosaics, gesso, black and white pro¬ 
cesses, metiil work, wood carving, furniture, Ac. 

In addition to the above, instruction is given in mathe- 
mathics, mechanics, surveying, practical and theoretical 
plumbing; while lectures on materials are given in the 
Engineering Department, where there is a 100-ton testing 
machine for testing materials of construction. 

The classes are arranged to meet the requirements of 
the B.I.B.A. and of the Board of Education.

EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES IN NOTTINGHAM. 
Nottingham University College.—An Architectural Course 
has been arranged at the College in conjunction with the 
Nottingham Architectural Society and the School of Art. It 
w designed for youths of about sixteen years of age who have 
just left school and intend to become architects. The curri¬ 
culum extends over two years, and affords a scientific and 
technical training intended to prepare young men to enter 
an architect , office.

A student who has passed the 
second year’s course satisfactorily is recommended to pre¬ 
sent himself for the Intermediate Examination in order 
to be registered as a Student R.I.B.A. The first year’s 
course embraces mathematics, mechanics, physics, drawing 
and practical geometry, building construction, and work¬ 
shop practice at the College; freehand drawing, perspective, 
and Architecture at the School of Art. From October to 
April the second year students are engaged during every 
afternoon in an architect’s office, and in the forenoon at 
the College and the School of Art. The subjects taken up 
at the College are: mathematics, solid geometry, building 
construction and nature of materials, strength of materials 
and graphic statics, workshop practice, land surveying and 
levelling. At the School of Art: freehand drawing, archi¬ 
tectural details, including ornaments and mouldings, Jcc., 
history of architecture. Time-tables are arranged for 
these systematic courses of instruction in the Engineering 
Department at University College, so that the student’s time 
is fully occupied. Composition fee for the whole course of 
day and evening classesFirst year, £6 per term; second 
year, £4 per term; summer term, £8 Ss. Examinations 
are held at the end of each session, on the results of wliich 
College Certificates are awarded, as well as prizes offered 
by the Nottingham Architectural Society. The College 
also provides an architectural course for evening students as 
follows :—Elementary Course: Practical plane and solid 
geometry*, elementary building construction, elementary 
mechanics, carpentry and joinery. Advanced Course:

ADVICE TO CANDIDATES. 

I. The Preliminary, qualifying for PROBATIONER .— 
The subjects comprised in this Examination are those in 
which proficiency should be attained by the applicant before 
entering on architect’s office, and it is desirable that special 
attention be given to them before he leaves school. 

Clear and well-formed handwriting, correct spelling, 
grammar, and punctuation arc indispensable. 

Powers of observation and of graphic description, facility 
of composition and lucidity in the expression of ideas, should 
be sedulously cultivated, as being of the utmost value in the 
prosecution "of further studies and in the work of later 
years. 

Arithmetic, algebra, and plane geometry should l>e 
familiar to the applicant, and a knowledge of their appli¬ 
cation in the solution of simple problems in elementary 
mechanics and physics should be acquired. 

The geography of Europe and the history of England 
from the Norman Conquest to the end of the t Tudor dynasty 
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should be well studied, regard being bad to the connection 

between the history of the country and its Architecture. 

A good knowledge of Latin or of one modern language 
is essential and of two modern languages very desirable. 
A clear understanding of the Continental metrical system 
will also lie useful. 

Geometrical drawing and the elements of perspective are 
indispensable subjects of study, and should receive parti' 
cfilar attention ; while freehand drawing with rapidity and 
precision from the cast and the antique, and sketching 
with accuracy, should be carefully cultivated. Seasonable 
proficiency in these subjects ia'of the first importance* 


II- The Intermediate, qualijififor STUDENT. _Thu 

first aim* of the Probation*r should be to acquire facility 
and :lc curacy in the geometrical and perspective drawing of 
architectural subjects, and a knowledge of the principles of 
planning and construction in architectural design. 

The course of study necessitates the continuous use of a 
note-book, io which important passages of the books under 
stUilv should be written down in the Prabcttiojtcr’x own 
words, and freely illustrated by careful sketches from all 
available sources (notes on one page, sketches on the oppo- 
hLi page); and the subjects* being systematically arranged, 
might be further illustrated by notes ami sketches from 
other books and authorities.

Any additional information as to materials use 
and methods of construction should he given, and attention 
be called by notes or sketches (or both) to any^pecu¬ 
liarities, and the reason for them explained. M^ent 
kinds of materials may be indicated by colour Wherever 
possible, the subjects illustrated must be from old examples, 
andshould be measured from the actual when 

the example is copied from any published drawing, the 
authorities from which the information is obtained should 
he stated, and it is desirable to add the date of erection 
of the work. An inside as well as an outside elevation o 
a door or window should Le shown; and when, m con- 
sequence of the size of the subject chosen, space wil 
not admit of tide, half the elevation may be outside and 
half inside, or, if the subject be very elaborate, hal of 
eac h may be in block. It is recommended that the Orders

The principles of study recommended for the Intermediate 
apply equally to the Final Examination, 

Ecading to be of permanent value should be supplemented 

by the taking of copious notes, fully illustrated by careful 
sketches, and by the collection of information under various 
heads from different authorities. Combined with the study 
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of the bcMt accessible examples of old work, the habit of 
accurately sketching Architecture in plan, elevation, detail, 
ornament, and construction, especially from memory, should 
lie assiduously cultivated, eye, brain and hand being brought 
into common harmonious action. 

When a knowledge of detail has been thoroughly acquired, 
the Student should take up the study of the general prin¬ 
ciples of design in both plan and elevation, and of the 
combination of parts to produce an effective and well- 
proportioned composition. 

The Student should also master the principles and practice 
of the preparation of contract and working drawings and 
specifications, and of the control of actual work; he will 
thus qualify himself to deal with the ordinary and many of 
the difficult problems which arise in the designing and 
Carrying out of modem buildings. He should miss no 
opportunity of visiiing buildings in course of erection. 

As in the Intermediate, the admission of the Stvulent to 
the Final Examination will depend on the sufficiency and 
excellence of his Testimonies of Study; poor composition, 
careless or imperfect execution, lead to disqualification.* 

The Student is urged to take every opportunity to consult 
standard works in the Library. 

The Student liuving passed*the “ Final " will have shown 
himself to be possessed of a solid grouudwork of knowledge, 
on which he may proceed with those more advanced studies 
in Design and Construction, proficiency in which will qualify 
him to engage in successful practice as an architect.

The Tribunal of Appeal, us con sit luted under sections I7o and 178 
of the London Building Act lHEM, is composed of tinned- members— 
one appointed by it Secretary of Slate, one by the Can net! of the 
(loyal Institute of British Architects, attd, one by tire Council of 
the Surveyors' Institution. The members are appointed for a 
term of five years, and are eligible for re-appointment. Appeal 
may be made to the Tribunal under the several sections set out 
in the London Building Act 18W (67 & 58 Viet** 0. ccxiii.) ami 
in the London Building Acts (Amendment) Act 1006 (5 Edw. 7, 
c. cds.ij the Tribunal having poorer to hear tbe parries bate rested 
in person, or bj counsel, solicitor, or agent; to administer oaths ; 
to bear and receive evidence; to require the production of docu¬ 
ments or books; and to confirm, reverse, or vary any decision 
appealed against, and to make any such order as they may think 
tit, also to award coals in their discretion. 

When any question of but- is involved in any appeal submitted 
to them, the Tribunal may, on tbe request of the parties, and if 
ordered by the High Court, or a Judge thereof , on an application 
in a summary manner made by any party to tbe appeal, shall 
state a case for the opinion of the High Court, which shall hear 
and determine such question of law, and thereupon reverse, 
affirm* or amend the decision of the Tribunal, or remit tbe matter 
to them with the opinion of the* Court on the case stated, ormoko 
such other order us to tbe mutter and as to the costs of the case 
as tbe Court secs fit. 

Any order of the Tribunal may be enforced by tbe High Court 
as if it had been an order of that Court. 

With the approval of the Lord Chancellor, Regulations have 
heeu made as to tbe procedure to be followed in cases of appeal, 
and us to fees to be paid to the Tribunal by the Appellants 
and other parties, copies of which may bo obtained from the 
Clerk to the Tribunal on application. 

Appeals are to be lodged (by hand at tbe Office of the Tribunal, 
and the fee thereon paid, within the periods (if any) prescribed by 
the Acts, and where no period is so prescribed, within the time 
required by the Regulations.

SCHEDULE OF CONDITIONS OF CONTRACT. 

1.—The works shall be carried out in accordance with the 
directions and to the reasonable satisfaction of the Architect, in 
accordance with the signed Drawings and Specification, and in 
accordance with such further drawings, details, instructions, 
directions, and explanations as may from time to time be given by 
the Architect. If the work shown on any such further drawings 
or details, or necessary to comply with any such instructions, 
directions, or explanations be, in tho opinion of tho Contractor, 
extra to that comprised in the Contract, he shall, before pro¬ 
ceeding with such work, give notice in writing to this effect 
to the Architect. In the event of the Architect and Contractor 
failing to agree os to whether or not there is any extra, and of 
the Architect deciding that the Contractor is to carry out tho 
said work, the Contractor shall accordingly do so, and the ques¬ 
tion whether or not there is any extra, and if so the amount 
thereof, shall, failing agreement, be settled by the Arbitrator a4 
provided in Clause 82, and the Contractor shall be paid accord¬ 
ingly. Tbe Contract Drawings and Specification shall remain 
in tne custody of the Architect, and shall be produced by him at 
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his office as and when required by the Employer or by the 
Contractor. 

2.—One complete copy of all Drawings and of the Specification 
shall be furnished by the Architect free of cost to the Contractor 
for his own use.

THE PROFESSIONAL PRACTICE AS TO THE CHARGES 
OF ARCHITECTS.* 

Schedule sanctioned by the Royal Institute of British ArtkiUcis, confirmed 
at a General Conference of Architects of the United Kingdom 187S, 
and revised by the Royal Institute 1898. 

1. The usual remuneration for an architect’s services, except 
as hereinafter mentioned, is a commission of 5 per cent on the 
total cost of works executed under his directions. Such total 
cost is to be valued as though executed by a builder with new 
mite rials. This commission is for the necessary preliminary 
conferences and sketches, approximate estimate when required 
(such, for instance, as may be obtained by cubing out the 
contents), the necessary general and detailed drawings and 
specifications, one set of tracings, duplicate specification, general 
superintendence of works, and examining and passing the 
accounts, exclusive of measuring and making out extras and 
omissions. 

2. This commission does not include the payment for services 
rendered in connection with negotiations relating to the site or 
premises, or in supplying drawings to ground or other landlords, 
or in surveying the site or premises and taking levels, making 
surveys and plans of buildings to be altered, making arrange¬ 
ments in respect of party-walls and rights of light, or for drawings 
for and correspondence with local and other authorities, or for 
services consequent on the failure of builders to carry out the 
works, or for services in connection with litigation or arbitration, 
or in the measurement and valuation of extras and omissions. 
For such services additional charges proportionate to the trouble 
involved and time spent are made. The clerk of the works should 
bo appointed by the architect, his salary being paid by the client. 

8. In all works of less cost than £\ ,000, and in works requiring 
designs for furniture and fittings of buildings, or for their decora-

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tion with painting, mosaics, sculpture, stained glass, or other Like 
works, and in oases of alterations and additions to buildings, 
5 per cent, is not remunerative, and the architect’s charge is 
regulated by special circumstances and conditions. 

4. When several distinct buildings, being repetitions of ono 
design, are erected at the same time from a single specification 
and one set of drawings and under one contract, the usual com* 
mission is charged on the cost of one 6uch building, and a modi* 
fied arrangement made in respect of the others; but this arrange* 
ment does not apply to the reduplication of parts in one building 
undertaking, in which case the full commission is charged on the 
total cost. 

5. If the architect should have drawn out the approved design, 
with plans, elevations, sections, and specification, the charge is 
2.^ per cent, upon the estimated cost. If he should have procured 
tenders in accordance with the instruction of bis employer, the 
charge is £ per cent, in addition. Two and a half per cent, is 
charged upon any works originally included in the contract or 
tender, hut subsequently omitted in execution. These charges 
are exclusive of the charge for taking out quantities. Preliminary 
sketches and interviews, where the drawings are not further pro¬ 
ceeded with, are charged for according to the trouble involved 
and time expended. 

(i. Should the client, having approved the design and after the 
contract drawings have been prepared, require material altera¬ 
tions to bo made, whether before or after the contract has been 
entered into, an extra charge is mode in proportion to the time 
occupied in such alterations. 

7. The architect is entitled during the progress of tho works 
to payment by instalments on account at the rate of 5 per cent, 
on the amount of the certificates when granted, or alternatively 
on the signing of tho contract, to half tho commission on tho 
amount thereof, and the remainder by instalments during their 
progress. 

b. The charge per day depends upon an architect’s professional 
position, the minimum charge being three guineas. 

9. The charge for taking a plan of an estate, laying it out 
and arranging for building npon it, is regulated by the time, skill, 
and tremble involved. 

10. For setting out on an estate tho position of the proposed 
rood or roads, taking levels, and preparing drawings for roads 
and sewers, applying for the sanction of local authorities, and 
supplying all necessary tracings for this purpose, the charge is 
2 per cent, on the estimated cost. For subsequently preparing 
working drawings and specifications of roads and sowers, obtain¬ 
ing tenders, supplying one copy of drawings and specification to 
the contractor, superintending works, examining and passing 
accounts (exclusive of measuring and valuing extras and omis¬ 
sions), the charge is i per cent, on the cost of the works executed, 
in addition to the 2 per cent, previously mentioned. 

11. For letting the several plots in ordinary cases the charge 
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is a sum not exceeding a whole year's ground rent, lust in respect 
of plots of great value a special arrangement must he made. 

13, Per approving plans submitted by the lessees and foe 
inspecting the buildings during their progress, so far as may be 
necessary to ensure the conditions being fulfilled, and certifying 
for lease, the charge is a percentage not exceeding !]■ per cent, 
up to 4:5,000, and above that by special arrangement. 

13. For valuing freehold, copy hold, or leasehold property the 
charge is:—

Tn valuations for mortgage, if an advance is not made, one-third 
of the above scale. The minimum fee ts three guineas, 

14. For valuing and negotiating the settlement of claims under 
the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act or other Acts for the com¬ 
pulsory acquisition of property, the charge is on Hyde's Jicale as 
follows:— 
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The above scale is exclusive of attendances on juries or umpires 
or at arbitrations, and also of expenses and preparation of plans, 

16. For estimating dilapidations and furnishing or checking a 
schedule of sum a, the charge is 5 per cent, on the estimate, but 
in no cue less* than two guineas. For services in connection 
with settlement of claim by arbitration or otherwise, extra charges 
are made, under Clause N* 

10. For inspecting, reporting, and advising on the sanitary 
condition of promises, the charge must depend on the nature and 
extent of the sendees rendered* 

17. In all cases travelling and other out-of-pocket expenses arc 
paid by the client in addition to the fees. If the work L$ at such 
a distance as to lead to an exceptional expenditure of time in 
travelling, an additional charge may be made under C lause 8, 

1H. \Vhen an architect lakes out and supplies to builders 
quantities on which to form estimates for executing his designs, 
. Mould do so with the concurrence of his client, and it is de¬ 
sirable that the architect should be paid by him rather than by

COMPETITIONS* 

Approved ry the Royal Institute op British Architects. 

\Reittue after revmon July l'JOS.j 

If the Promoter* of an intended Competition detire wrmbert oj 
the Royal Institute of Rritith Arc hi tec/* to take part therein, the 
condition* *honld be bated on the follouring ruggettione :— 

1. The Promoters of an intended Competition should, as their 
first step, appoint one or more professional Assessors, archi¬ 
tects of established reputation, whose appointment should be 
published in the original advertisements and instructions. The 
selection of an Assessor should be made with the greatest 
possible care, as the successful result of the Competition will 
depend very largely upon his experience and ability. 

The President of the Royal Institute of British Architects is 
always prepared to act as honorary adviser to Promoters in their 
appointment of Assessors. 

All the designs sent in should be submitted to the Assessors. 

2. The duty of Assessors should be, after conference with the 
Promoters— 

(a) to draw up the particulars, conditions, and sugges¬ 
tions, in accordance with these Regulations, as Instructions 
to Competitors, eucb documents to be so drawn up as to 
form an agreement between the Promoters and the Com¬ 
petitors. and also to advise the Promoters upon the question 
of cost and the amount and apportionment of the premium 
or premiums. 

(b) to determine whether the designs conform to the In¬ 
structions, and to exclude any winch do noL 

(r) to advise the Promoters on the relative merits of the 
designs admitted to the Competition, and to make a selec¬ 
tion in accordance with the Instructions. 

Note. —It is essential in drawing up the Instructions 
to state definitely which of the conditions must he 
strictly adhered to, and which of them are merely 
optional or of a suggestive character. 

3. No Promoter of a Competition, and no Assessor engaged 
upon it, nor any employ*; of either, should compete, or act as 
architect, for the proposed work. 

4. The number, scale, and method of finishing of the required 
drawings should be distinctly set forth, and they should not be 
more in number, or to a larger scale, than uecessary clearly to 
explain the design, and such drawings should be uniform in sixe, 
number, mode of colouring, and mounting. If the Assessor 
advises that perspective drawings ore desirable, it should be so 
stated. 

5. Competitions should be conducted in one of the following 
ways:— 

* To be obtained at the Office of the Boyal Institute. 
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(a) By advertisement, inviting architects willing to com¬ 
pete for the intended work to send in designs. The Pro¬ 
moters. with the advice of the Assessor or Assessors, should 
make their selection from such designs. The author of the 
design awarded the first place should be employed to carry 
out the work. 

(b) By advertisement, inviting architects willing to com¬ 
pete for the intended work to send in their names by a 
given day; with such other information as the candidate 
may think likely to advance his claim to be admitted to the 
Competition. From these names the Promoters, with the 
advice of the Assessor or Assessors, should select a limited 
number to compete, and each competitor thus selected 
should receive a specified sum for the p re juration of his 
design. The author of the design awarded the first place 
should be employed to carry out tne work. 

(c) By personal invitation to a limited number of selected 
architects, to join in a Competition for the intended work. 
Each Competitor should receive a specified sum.for the pre- 
jtar.ition of his design. Tho author of the design awarded 
the first place should be employed to carry out the work. 

C. No design should bear any motto, device, or distinguishing 
mark ; but all designs should be numbered by the Promoters in 
order of receipt. Any attempt to influence the decision of the 
Promoters, or of the Assessor or Assessors, should disqualify a 
C’omjtetitor. 

7. The author of the design placed first by the Assessor or 
Assessors should be employed to carry out the work, and he 
should be paid in accordance with the Schedule of Charges 
sanctioned and published by tho Royal Institute. If no instruc¬ 
tions are given to him to proceed within twelve months from the 
date of selection, or if the proposed works are abandoned by the 
Promoters, then the selected architect should receive payment 
for his services in connection with the preparation of the com¬ 
petition drawings of a sum equal to 1J j*?r cent, on the amount 
of the estimated expenditure. If the said author should be 
subsequently employed, the 1] per cent, previously paid to him 
should merge in his ultimate commission. 

8. In every case the amount of premium or remuneration 
for the competitive designs should be fixed under the advice of 
the Assessor or Assessors. 

0. Where a deposit is required for supplying the Instructions, 
it should be returned on tne receipt ot a bond fidt design; or 
if the applicant declines to compete and returns the said In¬ 
structions, within a month nfter the receipt of replies to Com- 
jietitor's questions. The deposit required should not exceed 
the sum of one guinea. 

10. I.ach design should be accompanied by a declaration, 
signed by the Competitor, stating that tho design is his own 
personal work, and that the drawings have been prepared under 
his own supervision. 
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11. A design should be excluded from & Competition_ 

(а) if sent in after the period named (accidents in transit 
excepted); 

(б) if it does not substantially give the accommodation 
asked for; 

(c) if it exceeds the limits of site as shown on the plan 
issued by the Promoters, the figured dimensions on which 
should be adhered to; 

(rf) if the Assessor or Assessors should determine that its 
probable cost will exceed by 10 per cent, the outlay stated 
in the Instructions, or the estimate of the Competitor 
should no outlay be stated. If the Assessor or Assessors 
be of opinion that the outlay stated in the Instructions is 
inadequate, he or they shall not lie bound in the selection 
of a design by the amount named in such Instructions, but 
the question of cost shall nevertheless be a material element 
in the consideration of the award; 

(<) if any of the other Instructions are violated. 

12. It is desirable that all designs and reports submitted in a 
Competition, except any excluded under Clause 11, should, with 
the consent of their authors, be publicly exhibited after the award 
has been made, which award should be published at the time of 
exhibition. 

13. It is essential to the success of any Competition that the 
Promoters should agree in their Instructions tnat the award of 
the Assessor should be adhered to unless there is some valid 
objection to the employment of the author of the design placed 
first, as to which the Assessor should be satisfied. 

14. In the case of works of considerable magnitude it is 
desirable that three Assessors should be appointed. As stated 
above, the President of the Institute is always ready to advise 
on this or other points.

1. International Competitions should be reserved for exceptional 
occasions of a really international character. 


The names of the Committee appointed by the Council to 
consider the matter of Public Competition#, and report on the best 
means of minimising or avoiding the difficulties and misunderstand¬ 
ings which continue to arise, are given on page 4.

CONSERVATION OF ANCIENT MONUMENTS*' 

GENERAL AO VICE TO PROMOTERS OF RESTORATIONS* 

[First issued in I 860 ; recited and enlarged in 1868*] 

I. Before any alteration is decided on, a competent 
architect should be consulted and he requested to make 
careful drawings of the building, with accurate measurements* 
Photographs should then be taken of all objects of interest, 
especially such as are so dilapidated and decayed that it 
becomes absolutely necessary to renew them either wholly or 
in part* In the case ©f Churches, these photographs and 
copies of the drawings should tie deposited in the Vestry, 
Parish Registry, or any public office in the E»iocesc suitable 
for the purpose* and the date of their consignment noted* 

Any clearance of wall linings, pavements, flooring, galleries, 
high pews, modern wall partitions, or other encumbrances 
(provided that they be dearly modern), necessary before 
detailed arrangements are made for the restoration, should 
only he carried out under the direction of the architect, and 
after his inspection of the church; and such clearance 
should not include works of artistic or other interest which 
it is often most Important to preserve* No memorial slid vs, 
tiles, steps, or other pavements* should be removed without 
his special permission, 

% Careful enquiry should be made for any portions of 
church furniture—stained glass, sculpture, brasses—or other 
old work which may at any time have been removed from 
the building, with a view to their restoration to their proper 
place. 

3, Puddings of the same style and character in the neigh¬ 
bourhood should be examined when any doubts aria© as to 
the original design in any part* 

l. Idllgent search shotdd be made for indications of 
ancient doorways* window openings, reredose*, a ambries, 
pisem®, sedilia, Easter sepulchres, altar stones, stoops, rood 
read's, hag ioscopes, Sow side-windows, recessed tombs, 

■ To W fttanml a t the Office of the l^toU, price Sixpence a 
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brasses, incised stones, encaustic tiles, or any other feat men 
of ancient character. Should any part be altogether de¬ 
stroyed, careful search should be made for any traces of old 
foundations or any detached pieces of masonry, Ac., built 
in with the modern walls, so as to obtain a key to the original 
design of parts which have been defaced or destroyed. 
When any such stones are discovered the architect should 
lie at once informed, in order that ha may personally visit 
and examine the work. 

fy. All plastered surfaces should be carefully examined 
with a view to discover any remains of painting upon them, 
and all painted or whitewashed stone or wood work cau¬ 
tiously cleaned, so that no injury may be done to any point¬ 
ing, diapering, powdering, or other coloured design, if such 
exist. Where it is proposed to renew the roofs, all cleaning 
of the walks should he deferred until after they are protected 
from the weather by the erection of new roofs. Plastered 
surfaces of ancient date are often found, and should be 
preserved if possible. 

15. Ancient painted glass, with the original leading and 
iron framework, should be carefully preserved, and never 
allowed to he taken out of the building, save for the purpose 
of re-leading when absolutely necessary, and this only by 
competent workman. It is not generally desirable to re¬ 
move ancient stained glass, even when small fragments only 
remain, from the place it occupies, without first of all learn¬ 
ing with certainty that it is not in its original position. If 
new stained glass be inserted in old windows,CftTO should be 
taken that the glass he fitted to the old tracery, and that 
the latter be not replaced by new, as is too often the case. 
Old dear glass may, for the sake of its superiority of tint, 
often be re-used with advantage. 

The external lutlves of muUiona, sills, tracery, and jambs 
should, where practicable, have such parts as are decayed 
restored by dowelling new stone on to the old internal halves, 
which may be frequently done without taking down the un¬ 
injured part of the window. 

The ancient ironwork of window* should not be taken 
oak even when the outer half of the stonew ork is removed, 
and it should lie retained when new stained glass is put In : 
the glass, if needful, being designed with regard to it. So 
much mischief has been done by the destruction of old iron¬ 
work throughout the country that this requirement should 
lie most rigidly enforced. 

7. Any remains of churchyard walla, with their buttresses, 
copings, or piers, churchyard or other crosses, lichgates, 
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external monument#, head-stones, stone coding, ifce*. should 
be preserved. 

Murks of foundations, trenches, moats, Ac., should bi- 
ox a mined and noted. 

8 . M liere it appears certain upon investigation that the 
earth has accumulated above the ancient level it should Ik- 
removed ; but even this should not be done without profes¬ 
sional super vision , as it is often attended with risk. Great 
care must be exercised where several ancient levels exist, in 
determinin']; which shall be retained, and when the floors 
are set on a slant, as is often the case, the original lines 
should, as far as possible, be carefully maintained. 

9. In the restoration of stonework, no sniping or tooling 
of the surface of the stone should take place under any cir¬ 
cumstances. As a general rule, no new stonework should 
be inserted, unless under very strong evidence that it is a 
renewal of the undent design mini necessary to be done. If 
any part of the masonry be damaged or decayed, it should 
not necessarily on that account be wholly rebuilt or renewed, 
but those parts only which are thoroughly defective should 
Ik; cut out and carefully renewed with stone of simitar cha¬ 
racter, and always the best of its kind. 

No wholesale pulling down should be done unless un¬ 
avoidable. 

In many cases walls which are in them selves sound, hut 
out of plumb, may be restored to the perpendicular without 
difficulty by use of screwjaeks, and without disturbance of 
the external face. 

10 . If it be found absolutely necessary to construct a new 
roof, owing to the existing roof being extremely decayed or 
modern, one of the two following courses should be adopted : 
either the old roof where it exists should be carefully repro¬ 
duced, or the new roof should he made of the same pitch 
a* the original roof, which may generally be discovered by 
the dripstone against the tower nr other walls. Where the 
dripstones of two or three periods exist against these walls, 
the question of the pitch qf the roof will be one of some 
difficulty i but, as a rule, it may be said that where there is 
a clerestory it will lie well to keep to the pitch of the roof 
erected at the time it was built, and where there is none* 
then to the pitch of the earliest root Where lead is taken 
f U ought in all case* to lie replaced. Flat roof* are by 
no means always to be condemned, 

e question of the pitch of a new roof depends on so 
it must bo left to the judgment 
* rchlte < M the shape of the old rool should not 
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lightly altered. In some peculiar cases where there are 
objections to the external appearance of the tint pitch of an 
old roof, the tint roof may be retained internally, and the 
high pitch roof em-ted over it. Flat roofs are quite as 
worthy of preservation as any others. 

In districts where stone slates are used for the old 
churches it is most desirable that they should lie retained 
in preference to plain tiles or other covering. 

Frequently the ends alone of beams and rafters are decayed 
through Leakages of gutters. An old roof should not for 
this reason I to discarded Jmt new ends should lie scarfed on. 

IL Ancient buddings will generally be found to have ken 
altered at various periods; when this is the ease the whole 
of the old work should he preserved and exposed to view, so 
as to show the history of Ore fabric, with its successive 
alterations, as distinctly us? possible. This may often bo 
accomplished by showing all the atone and rubble work 
internally, and leaving it implastered. It should, however, be 
understood that this is for the purpose of shewing construe- 
tioniil features of interest, and is not intended as a recom¬ 
mendation that old plaster should be stripped off, or that 
rough stone rubble work should be exposed to eight where 
originally plastered. 

1 ± In no case should anything be done to monumental 
effigies, brasses, sculpture of figures and foliage, or other 
ornamental work, beyond carefully cleaning, or resetting, 
them If necessary, and taking care that they shall be pro¬ 
tected from further injury and restored, where requisite, to 
their original place, In all church restorations one main 
object should be to get rid of modern additions pot ftp 
without regard to architectural propriety; but on this ac¬ 
count the church restorer should not hot up an ideal model, 
but regard the productions of every age with as much respect 
as Is compatible with the restoration and use of the building. 
Still, if monuments deface good old work, they should lie 
relived in some spot where they can mutilate nothing. 

Fonts, piscinae, *fcc. f may he carefully repaired, if neces¬ 
sary, to fit them for use, but all features not involved in 
the stability of the building should be left as far as |>osaiblo 
untouched. Fonts, for instance, should on no account 
i * scraped, or re- tooled, os has bee 11 too often the case. Fea¬ 
tures not in m*?, such as stoups, aumbries, Ac., should be 
left untouched. 

IS, Mediaeval chancel screens should on no account be 
moved from their old places, hut be carefully restored. They 
seldom present any ok traction to sight or sound. Ancient 
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seats in the body of a church should, where practicable, be 
returned in their old arrangement. Jacobean and later 
wood-work is often quite as valuable artistically, and in¬ 
teresting historically f as medieval work. 

1 L Where curiosities, fragments of sculpture or wrought 
stone or wood-work, of tiles or glass too small for re-use. are 
discovered in the course of the work, it is desirable that they 
should all lie carefully kept in some ease or chest in the 
church, arranged and labelled with u abort description of 
their history. This case should be under lock and key. 
Care should be taken that the architect's Specification 
gives the contractor m claim upon any such things as old 
materials. 

10. In the above suggestions it has been assumed that 
the promoters of the work have a proper appreciation of 
what is due to an ancient building, and are anxious to carry 
out its restoration in the most conservative manner pos¬ 
sible i such, however, is unfortunately not always the case. 
The promoters of restorations, whether clergymen or laymen, 
arc sometimes more bent upon carrying out new works 
than preserving old: it cannot lie therefore too strongly 
insisted upon, that in dealing with an ancient church or 
other building, the object should he not simply to put it in 
good repair, but to preserve it as on authentic specimen of 
the undent arts of our country. Every old building has 
historical value, and it should be remembered that this is 
gone when its authenticity is destroyed. 

The duty, therefore, of all those having charge of ancient 
buildings should l>e net so much the renewal of what re¬ 
mains as its preservation; and this should embrace every 
portion of original work which it is in any way possible to 
Nice, for it must Le remembered that new work is of no 
value or interest except so faros it serves to preserve the 
ancient design, and that no interest will ever be attached to 
it unless original parts remain to attest its authenticity. 

There is ample scope for original design in additions which 
are necessarily made to the size of old buildings, and in these 
it is penally best to allow the architect to be independent, 
ins work will then have its due historical value; whereas, 
if he only make a very good copy of the old work to which 
b' : }■- adding, great confusion will l>e felt hereafter as to 
abich port of the work is old and which modern. 

16. A vigilant guard should be kept against the indul¬ 
gence of individual fancies for or against particular features 
or styles; and especially against the theory sometimes held, 
Mint a restored church must be purged of all features sub* 
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sequent to some favourite period* Alt such ideal notions 
are in the highest degree dangerous, and have rendered 
many a restored church actually worthless as an histories I 
monument* 

17* In vain are all the efforts of Central or Diocesan 
Architectural or Archeological bodies, with their several 
visits to buildings of historic interest, if those having charge 
of precious remains do not cordially embrace such advice 
as is here laid down for their conservation* embodying prin¬ 
ciples impossible to controvert, and the neglect of which 
has been the cause of many districts being robbed of their 
antiquities through rash and unskilful operations. Influen¬ 
tial landed proprietors, the clergy, churchwardens* and 
others, are earnestly reminded of the responsibility which 
rests upon them to resist all needless destruction of ancient 
work, and to seek competent professional aid in cases of 
interference with an ancient building. Questions, of con¬ 
siderable embarrassment constantly arise in connection with 
edifices of mixed dates, involving constructional and chro¬ 
nological difficulties, points requiring the judgment of the 
most experienced architect and antiquary* Moreover, the 
successful preservation of old work must largely depend 
upon the builder. Care, therefore, should lie taken to select 
a man who will take an interest in the work, and who can 
be trusted to carry oat faithfully the instructions of the 
architect. To prevent the mischief that may otherwise be 
done m the absence of the architect, it is always desirable, 
and generally essential, that there should be a resident clerk 
of the works, familiar with church restoration, appointed 
by the architect. 

18* Vigilance is required to stop injuries to ancient build¬ 
ings; the utmost watchfulness should be shown by those 
residing at or near the spot where even well-considered works 
are in operation, to see that they lire really executed in a 
conservative manner. However frequently the architect 
may visit the works under his superintendence, ho cannot 
at all times prevent his orders being disobeyed, and a daily 
and almost hourly inspection is often necessary. Intelligent 
interposition will always be welcome to a zealous architect, 
and, by gaining time, will often prevent irreparable mischief. 
Lovers of antiquities, ecclaaiologists, and antiquaries, in the 
locality, will always do good service by carefully watching 
work* in progress lit old buildings* 

19* The foregoing suggestions and remarks have l»een 
drawn up with special reference to the Restoration of 
Churches : the same spirit ought to actuate those who have 
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the care or ownership of ancient civil nr military buildings, 
liectiu&e from their comparative rarity they are even mure 
valuable as historical monuments than the churches* 


HINTS TO WORKMEN ENGAGED ON THE REPAIRS 
AND RESTORATION OF ANCIENT BUILDINGS. 1 

[Tintt issued in 18t>5; rented and eulur/jed in 1889,] 

Excavator. —l n making excavations in or almut nn ancient 
building, be careful to preserve every fragment of wrought 
stone, tiles, or other ancient objects, which yon may meet with. 

Tf you find old foundations, bases of pillars, ancient tombs, 
atone coffins, pavements, or other work, which appear to bo in 
their original place, do not remove, but carefully expose them 
to view, in order that proper notes may lie taken of thorn ; 
and that, if possible, the work may be left permanently in 
its place. 

In making drains or excavations around old buildings, do 
not cut off any of the projecting footings, however rough, and 
t>e careful how yon expose them, unless they are examined 
and underpinned by the mason. Do not permanently expose* 
to view, or to the air, work which clearly was not intended 
to he so exposed- See that your drains are so managed as tt> 
draw Die water from the foundations and not Girards them* 

Mason.—If directed to clean off whitewash, or paint, from 
Internal or other stonework, recollect that the object of so 
doing is to bring to dew the original surface, not to « kulmy it. 
Yon must, therefore, avoid the use of the tool, and study what 
is the I nest way of removing the whitewash without in any 
degree disturbing, much loss removing, the ancient surface* 
Remember that the mode of tooling or working the ancient 
stone is a subject of interest and curiosity, and that the old 
tool-marks must therefore not l»e disturbed : more especially 
does this caution apply to early Romanesque work* where the 
very coarseness of the stone, and rudeness of execution, 
are important evidences of date- If indications of ancient 
colouring tie found on the surface of the stone, they should 
be carefully preserved. 

The mode of removing whitewash depends much on the 
nature of the material* With some materials nothing is so 
good as the Manchester card, hut m each ease experiments 
should be tried to ascertain the best mode. It is better to 
tsar,- the n’hiteirnsh wholly impartially on the stone, than to use 

T° be oblniTifj at the Office tif the Institute, price Sixpence each*

for it if* far better to have the old surface with the white¬ 
wash than not at all* 

When the removal of plaster shows the marks of ancient 
string-courses, weatherings, windows, Ac., «lo not conceal 
these again, nor yet tool them off; indeed, ns a general rule, 
no laid shotthl he aged upon the surface of ancient ntoneirorL\ 

In removing broken or decayed work, do not take out 
any but such ua is so far gone as to have lost ail its original I 
form ; \letter have broken or half-decayed original work 
than the smartest and most perfect new work* 

Especially avoid using a brush with colours to harmonise 
the new and old work ; the old work should be left in aril 
its characteristic tone, and no attempt should be made to 
harmonise the hut in tint. 

Never remove or clean the old mossed surfaces* 

In obtaining the true sections of mouldings, Ac*, for new 
portions, the most scrupulous accuracy is necessary, as the 
more delicate features arc often to be traced only In a few 
of the more protected parts. 

In taking down portions of walls, be most careful of any 
old mouldings, or other wrought stone, found embedded in 
them, and note ithcre they were found, as the fragments have 
usually been stowed away near to their original site, if any 
windows or other features are found which have Wen before 
concealed, do not disturb them till Been by the architect. 
Encaustic tike, or other ancient paving, should be preserved 
where found, when posaible, and the patterns should guide 
the design of new paving. Ancient monumental remains 
are never to give way to new encaustic tile flooring, but are 
in every case to retain their old position. 

Carver*—The same principles as are laid down for the 
mason apply to the carver, but In a higher degree, inasmuch 
as ancient carrutrj is atdl more valuable than ancient masonry. 
When engaged on an old building, bring your own talent and 
fancy wholly into subjection to the work in which yon are 
engaged, and only seek to preserve and perpetuate the ancient 
design. Never attempt to dress up or restore old carving. 

Plasterer.—If directed generally to remove the plastering, 
first examine it carefully by removing the whitewash here 
and there, and if it be found to contain oil painting, Ac., do 
not disturb it without calling the attention of the architect, 
clerk of the works, or other persons capable of judging of it. 

If it be absolutely necessary to take down the wall so 
covered with old paintings, it might be preserved in the fol¬ 
lowing manner;—the bucking of the wall might be carefully 
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iEikeit ft way, leaving only a thin piece behind the pain ting: 
this might then be backed up with cement and pieces of 
Urge size enclojred in wooden frames* The painting might 
then be removed and deposited in a museum. 

As a general rule, ancient plastering should not he re¬ 
moved, but only repaired where necessary* Let new* phis- 
taxing on old walls be thin* and carefully thinned off to meet 
tint stone dressings, as in ancient work* All plasterings 
should be of a kind suited to receive decorative painting. 

Carpenter. - Do not he too ready to condemn an ancient 
roof, or ether piece of limber work. Bemember that it bad 
a value ipiite independent of the cost of renewing it. An 
ancient roof, carefully preserved by splicing and other means, 
is infinitely more valuable than a copy ot the same in new 
timber. Very serious defects may be repaired, if you view 
the roof as a thing of value, and apply your mind to ascer¬ 
tain the best way of securing and pmerritig it. If you do 
not do this, very trifling defects may bo made the excuses 
for destroying the finest ancient roof* Do not as a general 
ruk take an old roof ojf to repair it, but rather repair it in 
its place, lay by bay; and only in the Spring or Summer 
months. By a good system of tarpaulins, or other means, 
keep the roof dry during the operation ; exposure to wet is 
fatal to old timber. 

Do not disturb ancient surfaces of timber, nor coat old 
timber with oil nr varnish. Generally (as directed to the 
mason) remember that your great object is jimcrrafioit 
rather than renewal. Preserve with the utmost care all 
remains of coloured decoration on old woodwork. 

Joiner. The same general rules aa are laid down for the 
carpenter apply to the joiner* 

Preserve ancient seating fit if* proper place if possible* 
and where practicable avoid removing it for repairs, except 
by special direction. Every remnant of old woodwork* of 
whatever description, should he carefully preserved, and, 
where possible, in its place ; or, if it has already lieen 
removed, it should be brought hack to its place if possible. 

Glazier.—Be luoaf cunful in preserving ancient stained 
gla*s. Never remove it from the windows in which it is 
found (unless under special direction of the architect] , hut 
preserve it carefully in it# place, however rough and im¬ 
perfect, or however sm id 1 the fragments. 

Fainter. Preserve all remnants of ancient pointing, hot do 
not attempt their restoration unless under special direction. 
i Smith. Preserve alt remnants of metal-work in their 
places if possible; and never remove old saddle -burs or 
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stanchions from windows except under direct instructions 
from the architect, 

Ta Contractors and Workmen in General.— Xcter forget 
that tlie reparation of an ancient church, or other remnant 
of ancient architecture, however humble, is it work to W 
entered upon with totally different feelings from a new work, 
or from the repairs of a modern building. 

The object is not simply to put the work in good repair, 
but to pTtstrvt and p*rpetim(f an authentic specimen of the 
ancient Arts of our country, livery ancient building bus 
historical value, and though you may feel that its state of 
repair would at first sight suggest its renewal, or that you 
could execute the work better anew, never forget that all its 
value is gone when its authenticity is destroyed ; and that 
your duty is not its rmttcal but Its preMrzathm, 

Be careful, therefore, never lightly to condemn an undent 
object as being too far gone to be preserved ; us every such 
work destroyed is a national loss. 
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THE RLE.A, STANDARD SIZE OF BRICKS* 

TIk* following standard., agreed upon between the Institute 
^e,i] the Brick Makers' Association, aud drafted in consultn- 
tnm with these Bodies and representatives of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, came into force on the 1st May 1304. 

The Council recommend that members should insert 
this standard in their specifications under the title of “ Tin 
It* LB. A. Standard Size of Ik sets/’ 

I* The length of the brick should lm double the width, 
plus the thickness of one vertical joint. 

-■ Brick w ork should measure four courses of bricks and 
four Joints to a foot. 

Joints should bo { inch think and an extra t l T> making 
j, for the bed joints to cover irregularities In the bricks. 
This gives a standard length of f)j inches centre lo centre 
of joints. 

The bricks. Juki dry, to be measured in the following 
manner 

A* Eight stretchers laid square end and splay end in 
contact in a straight line to no as are 72 inches* 

B. Eight headers laid side to side, frog upwards, in u 
straight line to measure 35 inches. 

C* Eight brick’,, the first brick frog downwards and 
then alternately frog to frog and back to kick, 
to measure 211 inches. 


A margin of one inch less will be allowed a* to A* and a 
half-inch Jess as to B and C. 

This is to apply to all classes of walling bricks, both 
m ad line- and hand-made.
